The Public Health Laboratory,Tennis Court 
oad, Cambridge, under the “directorship of Dr. R. WM. Fry, provides an 
excellent bacteriological service and most readily discusses and advises 
on any epidemiological o or similar problem, 

Dr.5.Greenburgh, Public Analyst, Tenison Road, Cambridge, gives a 
Memilar, efficient, helpful Service when chemical analyses are required. 


(b) AMBULANCE FACILITIES. These survices since July 1953 have been 
provided “directly by the Co County Council under the direction of Dr. D. A. 
fcCracken, the County Medical Officer of Health. 


(c) NURSING IN THE HOME. The West Suffolk County Council District Nurs 
Midwives carry irry out these dutics. 


(da) CLINTCS AND TREATMENT CENTRE x25. The West Suffolk County Council 
hold Infant Wolfare ( Clinics in Thcdwastre at two ccntres:-

During the year 9 samples of water were taken for bacteriological 
purposes. Of these, 2 were satisfactory and 7 were unsatisfactory. 


Carting of Water. During the year watcr haa to be cartcd to one 
house at Rickinghell. 
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(ii) DRAINAGE AND SEVERAGE. The advent of the water supply has 
emphasised the great need for adequate sewers or small schemes 
throughout the entire district. 

The cesspools, particularly on the Council's Housing Sites, become 
full within a few days and are constantly overflowing. To combat these 
nuisances the two men engaged on the Council's cesspool emptier are 
working overtime every day and are carrying out their dutics in a very 
satisfactory manner. 


The Council own a Yorkshire Karrier 750 gallon cesspool empticr, 
purchased in 1952. This, under the direction of Mr. Wyatt, has been 
engaged in the emptying of cesspools throughout the District. 

The service is available to any private house in the District 
on payment of 25/- for the first load and 15/- for cach subsequent 
load - the service is free to tenants of the Council Houses. 

The vehicle travelled 15,075 miles and the total number of cesspools 
emptied in the District during 195/ was 1,457, made up as follows:-

The Council is dctcrmincd to obviate the nuisances caused by the 
frequent filling of the cesspools and with that object in view, have 
instructed thcir Consulting Enginecrs to prepare sewerage schemes for 
the parishes of Elmswell, Badwell Ash, Seyton, Drimkstone, Felsham, 
Gcdding, Hessctt, Norton, Tostock, Walsham-le-Willows, Wattisficld and 
Woolpit. 

The Elmswell-Woolpit joint scheme will, it is hoped, be started early 
in 1959, whilst that at Rattlesden will be finisned by the end of 1958, 
thus relieving the strain on the cesspool empticrse 
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2. RIVERS AND STREAMS. There is no river in the Thedwastre District, but 
the Council have employed casual labour in order to cleanse the water- 
course in the strect at Wal sham—-le-Willows. 


3. (i) CLOSET ACCOMMODATION, All post-war privete houses have modern 
amenities, including W.C's with drainage to suptic tanks or cesspools; 
Council houses, however, with the exception of 32 at Woolpit, 8 at 
Stowlangtoft ana 4 at Tostock, have water supplies, baths and drainage, 
but pail closets, as have the majority of working-class premises within 
the area. 


(ii) PUBLIC CLEANSING. The fortnightly collection and rcmoval of 
houschold refuse has been continued throughout the Area, cxccpt from the 
most isolated premises from which a monthly collection is made. 


The service is kerb-side, except in the case of clderly people, the 
Sick or women living alone, and is made by a driver and two loaders, 
who carry out their duties in a satisfactory way. 

The vehicle, in use since 1948, is a 4 ton, 15 yard Bedford with a 
moveable floor, from Messrs. Glover, Webb & Liversedge, Ltd., and has 
Given good service, but is now, arter 10 years, proving expensive and is 
Shortly to be replaced by a new tip-up vehicle. 

Refuse tips are at Wattisficld, Elmswell and Badwell Ash. Frequent 
visits are paid to the tins by the Rodent Operator, who sprays with 
insecticides and keeps the rats under control. 


in 1957 the Refuse Vehicle travelled 7,417 miles and removed 1,054 
loads of refuse, which comyared with 1,007 loads removed during 1956.

(iv) SHOPS AND OFFICES. inspections of the ventilation and sanitary 
accomodation provisions, under the Shop Act, 1934, were made. 
The advent of a piped water supply, to be followed in the future 
by sewage disposal schemes, will allow considvrable improvements to be 
cffected in shops and offices throughout our District.

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(v). CAMPING ST™TRS. 

143 caravans, housing in all approximately 27 persons, are 
licensed within our District. They are spread over 9 sites, as in 
the main they are single caravans housing agricultural workers 
tommorarily, until the occupant can be found housing accommodation 
by the farmer concerned, or they may be occupied temporarily by 
persons near the site on which they are having a house built for 
themselves. 


(vi) SMOKE AI ABATEMENT 


There arc but two factorics with factory chimneys in Thedwastre. 
2nGB86 are the Bacon Factory, Elmswell, and the Pottery at Wattisficld. 
is in previous years, no smoke nuisance arosc from these factories. 


(vii). SWIMMING BATHS. 


There are no swimming baths in the District. The swimming baths 
at Bury St. Edmunds and Stowmarket arc available, at a reasonable 
Cistance, to many of our inhabitants. 


(viii) ERADICATION OF BED BUGS. 


No case of bed bug infestation was sither reported or discovered 
during 1957, or in any year covered by my reports, which extend from 
1938. 


(ix) RODENT CONTROL. The services of Mr. A. C. Denny, the Rodent 
Operator, were retained during 1957. Regular and systematic survey 
of all properties within the District has continued, employing, so far 
as practicable, block treatment. All 640 infested properties have 
received treatment. Regular attention was paid to refuse tips to 
keep them free from infestation. Frec treatment was given to 
houses, but a charge of 5/6d. per hour was made for business premises, 
this charge including the provision of all materials. 

The amount of work accomplished can be assessed from the copy of 
the Operator's twelve month report which is on the following pagc.
